Watwapn and Hongkong 
Merchants. 

Chan Kang Yu, wes in recoipt 'of a.tele- 
gram fromthe Waiwupu yesterday in re- 
spect to the Canton-Hankow Railway. . It 
may be remembored that Chan, who is the 
aon of Oban Fong (a noted ex-Chinesa 
Consol from Honolulu), and who is now 
comprsadore of the Douglas 8.8. Co. here, 
was appointed by the Canton- Alankow Rail, 
way Company, Canton, as one of the 24 
agents in Hongkong for the purpose of 
collecting eslls from the Hongkong share- 
holders. Tt appears that Chan does no* 
agree with the corapt way in which the 
Directors were sppoioted in Canton 
to controf affairs, and accordingly has 
decided to refuse to forward the mone¥ 
onllected by him io Canton antil he is 
satiafied that by doing so the shareholders’ 
money will be properly looked after. 

In order to watch their interests be call- 
ed a meetiag of the shareholders and an 
associntion eled the Hongkong Share- 
holdera in the Canton-Hankow Railway 
Association was formed. This was sub- 
sequently followed by Shanghai merchants. 
Ata mecting of the Hongkong association, 
alenythy telegram was depatched to the 
Waiwwupu laying strees on the iznportanco of 
improving the present position, and stating 
that anless something was done it was likely 
that shareholders would ask for tho retarn 
of their capital. 

Tt may be mentioned that this action on 
the part of the association was contrary to 
the desire of Viccroy Shum Chon Heen, 
who has spproved of the appointment of 
the directors, and Yeung Sai Ngam, who 
also plays a prominent part in the share 
holdors' Association, was wanted by the 
Viceroy, who hasiesued a warrant for his 
atrest.

Captain John-P, Roberts, one of the 
beat known and most respected regidents of 
Shanghai died on June 23.

The deceased gantleman paid his 
first visit to this port in 1845 in the ship 
Panama-—the first American merchant ship 
to enter this port.

In 1854 Capt, Roberts 
roturned to China in command of the barque 
Storm, arriving hore the day after the battle 
of Muddy Fiat, and in 1862 he brought out 
the river eteamer Hu Quang, the first of, 
the largo paddle boats, vik the Cape 
and then msde his home in Shanghai. 
Captain Roberts early won 3 reputation by 
successfully carrying out ealvage operations, 
particularly in the recovery of tressure 
from a Pacifio mail ateamer which dank in 
deep water in tho China Ses. When the

many years past he ably carried out the 
daties of Marine Surveyor for the German 
Lioyd, of American and Foreign Shipping, 
American Shipmasters’ Association, repre- 
sented the Yangtsze, North-Ohina Traders:
